2, On 19 Mareh, Comnmist troopa in 12 motor jumks tried to invade Hsihsa 
island, northeast of Ningte, but were driven off by guerrisla deferders. 


d, Om 21 Merch, guerrills troops of the 1 ED of the 6 CD of the Seuthern 
Yenptee PACARSA damaged Waetong Eridege north of Wukone. On the same day, 
a battalion of the 2 ED of the 1 G2 laumched an attack on Fanchlacchuang, 
west of Chonghwa., 


w, Qa 4 April, during a patrol. off the mouth of the Gu River east of Ping« 
yang, SS HGINGHO of the & 27 OD of PAGANSA encountered a Gommumist motor 
dunk, HSTANGHOU NO, 5, After a hard Tight, the guerriliae captured the 
junk, together with nine rifles, one iicht machine gus, and six identi~ 
fication palches, They killed 13 Comoumnisis in the engagenent.
